Stock Exchange Report Holds 
Him Responsible for All 
Purchases Unpaid For. 








NO BLAME FOR POOL’S WORK 





Specialist Censured for Offensive Lan- 
guage—Six Firms Condemned for 
Carrying Pool Accounts. 





The Stock Exchange authorities made 
public yesterday the report of the Special 
Committee of Five which has been inves- 
tigating for two weeks the collapse of the 
Columbus & Hocking Coal and Iron pool 
on Jan. 19, and the Governing Committee 
is expected to act on the facts presented 
at its regular meeting to-day, when It 
{is scheduled to take; up also the re- 
ports of the Committee on Insolvencies on 
the failures of Lathrop, Haskins & Co. 
and J. M. Fiske & Co., both carried down 
by the smash in Hocking. 

Contrary to expectation, when the jn- 
vestigation started there was nothing in 
the report to indicate that expulsion of 
any one was intended. In fact, the report 
was chiefly given up to a discussion of the 
facts surrounding the dispute of Hugh 
F. Criss, the specialist in Hocking, with 
the several participants in the pool who 
refused to accept deliveries of stock 
bought by him in their names in the 
slump. 

Firms Absolved of “ Welching.” 


The specialist's contentions are disal- 
lowed by the committee, and the firms 
which he accused of “ welching’”’ are vin- 
Aicated for their stand. Mr. Criss, be- 
sides being held “ responsible for his firm 
to all sellers for all purchases which have 
not been accepted and paid for by others,” 
is condemned for the use of “ offensive 
language " in connection with his charges 
of bad faith. No censure of the pool 
itself is contained in the report, and of 
Lathrop, Haskins & Co. and J. M. Fiske 
& Co., the two firms most deeply in the 
pool, and the two which first failed, car- 
rying down with them Roberts, Hall & 
Griss, the specialist's firm, the report sim- 
ply says: “A task was undertaken be- 
yond their means, resulting in their fail- 
ure.’”’ 

In its final analysis the censure of the 
report is Mmited to Mr. Criss’s language, 
and to such members of the two pools 
as carried stock in the pool for the ac- 
count of Latnrop, Haskins & Co., “ there- 
by practically lending their names to this 
undertaking.”’ These ‘also merit severe 
condemnation,”’ the report says. What 
form that condemnation may take lies 
with the Governing Committee to deter- 
mine.

SAVED FROM AN ICE CAKE. 


Despondent Man Climbed Onto It After 
Deciding Not to Die. 


Huddled on a cake of ice, which, driven 
by the wind and tide, carried him swiftly 
along the Hudson River, a man who said 
he was Herbert C. Jackson of Denver was 
rescued last night by a tugboat crew as 
he was about to lose consciousness from 
exposure. Jackson had tried to end his 
life about an hour before and had 
jumped into the river at the foot of West 
120th Street. But the sudden chill of the 
water drove ‘the thought of suicide from 
his mind and he struggled hard to get 
back to shore. 

He climbed onto an ice cake floating by 
and began to shout for help. But there 
was no one in hearing distance along 
that part of the Manhattan shore. In a 
few minutes Jackson was being borne 
southward and out toward the middle of 
the river. He had drifted to a point op- 
posite 100th Street and had shouted him- 
self hoarse. The chill from the water, 
too, had weakened him, and he was 
shivering so it was hard to retain his 
perch on the ice cake. 

But suddenly Jackson heard the sound 
of an approaching tugboat, and through 
the gloom he could make out the boat’s 
lights coming nearer. Summoning all his 
energy he yelled again as loud as he 
could. The cry for help was heard by 
Capt. Aaron Reyea of the tugboat G. W. 
Decker. 

Although he could not see Jackson, the 
tugboat Captain signaled his engineer to 
reverse. The tugboat came-to a stop, and 
as the crew crowded forward to.see what 
was the matter the Ice cake, bearing 
Jackson, drifted alongside. They pulled 
him on board and carried him to the en- 
gine room. The tugboat headed for the 
pier at the foot of Ninety-seventh Street. 
Several officers attached to the Naval 
Reserve training ship Granite State were 
on the pler. They sent in a call to the J. 
Hood Wright Hospital, and while walt- 
ing for an ambulance wrapped Jackson in 
blankets. His teeth were chattering 80 
that he could not talk. But later at the 
hospital he was able to tell a little about 
himself. 

Jackson sald that he was a painter, 21 
years old, and used to live at 2,288 South 


Milwaukee Street, Denver, Col. He sald 
that he came here two weeks ago, ex- 
pecting to get employment readily. But 
is efforts to get work failed. Hungry 
and tired he wandered yesterday along 
Riverside Drive looking out on the Hud- 
son. When he came to 120th Street after 


dark he was seized, he said, with an im-| 


pulse to end his troubles and plunged in.

New York’s Present to Explorer 





at Once Devoted by Him to 
a South Pole Quest. 





BIG OPERA HOUSE TRIBUTE 





Governor Lauds Commander and Thou- 
sands Shake His Hand—Geographic 
Soclety Accepts His Offered Ship. 





One of the most remarkable festimonials 
ever given to a citizen of the United 
States was received by Commander Rob- 
ert E. Peary, discoverer of the north 
pole, last night at the Metropolitan Opera 
House. The testimonial was national in 
its character, President Taft indorsing 
the occasion with a long message of con- 
gratulation and Gov. Hughes acting as 
presiding officer. Toward the close there 
was handed to Commander Peary a 
purse™of $10,000, the amount being con- 
tributed by thirty-one prominent citizens 
of New York. As soon as Commander 
Peary had received the gift, he announced 
that he would deposit it in a bank as a 
joint contribution to fit out an expedition 
to go in search of the south pole. 

In the course of the proceedings the ex- 
plorer heard that the National Geograph- 
ic Society in Weshington had announced 
its acceptance of his proposal made the 
other day on behalf of the Peary Arcti¢ 
Club, to contribute the arotic steamer 
Roosevelt in which he went to the north 
pole if the Board of Managers of the so- 
clety would contribute 850.000 toward the 
expedition.* From the platform he an- 
nounced that he would be willing to di- 
rect such an expedition to the south pole 
if the United States, through Congress, 
would take a hand. 

There have been more brilliant assem- 
blages at the famous opera house, but 
seldom any that were more enthusiastic. 
The crowd completely filled the house, 
and every reference to Commander Peary 
was the occasion of a prolonged boisterous 
outburst of applause. 
| When Gov. Hughes, who sat beside 
|Commander Peary on the platform, sur- 
|rounded by most of the members of the 
lerew which accompanied the explorer on 


‘the voyage north and the thirty-one mem- 
bers of the committee, finished his en- 
thuslastic indorsement of the explorer'’s 
achievement, Commander Peary gave a 
vivid description of his journey, fllus- 
'trated by stereopticon views. The Com- 
‘'mander added little to what has already 
ibeen told and written of his successful 
‘achievement, but he wes cheered again 
fand again. 

| The only reference throughout the even- 
iing that was made to Dr. Cook was when 
Gov. Hughes, tn explaining that circum- 
siances had delayed the giving of 
present testimonial, said that these 
nstances ‘‘were not within our 
trol.” The audience laughed and cheered 
at that and Peary nodded and smiled.

“MAYOR INQUIRING 


Sends Commissioner of Accounts 
to Investigate Assault in 
Cray’s Precinct. 
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Picked Out of a Line of Police by a 
Barber as Having Knowledge of the 
Attack—Shibley Murder Echo.

One of the worst cases of police brutal- 
ity in the history of the Police Depart- 
ment has been brought to the attention 
of Mayor Gaynor, the case in question 
being that of a woman who is said to 
have been unmercifully beaten by a po- 
liceman in the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station. The Mayor, through Raymond 
B. Fosdick, one of his new Commission- 
ers of Accounts, began an investigation of 
ine matter yesterday, and the whole Po- 
lice Department, not knowing what was 
being investigated, was on the anxious 
seat last night. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Fosdick went 
te the East Thirty-fifth Street Station 
with John Morerto, a barber of 404 East 
Thirty-fourth Street, who picked out John 
Grove as,a policeman who went into his 
barber shop soon after the woman was 
brought in there on the night of Jan. 27 
last. Grove, it is said, is not the man who 
assaulted the woman, but he is believea to 
know who the man is who did abuse her. 
Moretto positively identified him. ; 
.The name of the woman is known at 
present only to Mayor Gaynor, and it 


was said yesterday that there is every 


| reason to believe that the Mayor knows 


where to find her when the time comes 


| to deal with the policeman who beat her.

Creditors, Unable to Obtaln Settlement, 
Send Them to Auction Room. 


VIENNA, Feb. 8.—The creditors of 
Prince Miguel of Braganza, who married 
Miss Anita Stewart of New York at Ding- 
wall, Scotland, last September, unable to 
obtain a settlement of their claims, have 
seized the furniture and other effects in 
tae Prince’s residence here and removed 
them to an auction room. 

Prince Miguel and his wife are now in 
Paris.~ The Prince left the management 
of his affairs in the hands of a lawyer, 
who paid off most of the creditors imme- 
diately after the wedding, but severai 
money lenders are reported to have made 
such exorbitant and usurious demands 
that the attorney. refused to listen to 
them. The proceedings to-day were the 
outcome of disputed claims that amount 
to less than $80,000, and negotiations are 
proceeding to settle the affair. It is not 
consideted likely that the Prince's be- 
longings will actually be sold at auction. 

Only recently the report was current 
that a syndicate of creditors intended to

CORPORATION TAX REPORTS IN 


Some Have Been Filed and Wil! Be 
Sent to Washington—No Protests. 








Reports of 150 corporations on which 
the new corporation tax is to be levied 
have been filed with Collector of Internal 
Revenue Charles W. Anderson, and will 
be forwarded to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue at Washington. 

Collector Anderson said yesterday that, 
so far as he knew, none of the reports 
receivtt! have been filed under protest. 

Mr. Anderson said that- he was not at 
liberty to make public the names of cor- 
porations which have reported, as they 
are averse to any publicity. 

Some of the corporations whose reports 
have been received are those which are 
exempt from the tax, small concerns 
whose annual profits do not exceed $5,000. 
Others are corporations whose assess- 
ments will not be large. 

“The large corporations aré 
until the last minute,”® said Mr. Anderson 
yeSterday, ‘‘ because they are having 
trouble in getting up the required reports. 
Making up inventories is causing the most 
trouble, we learn, for, while the law re- 
quires that inventories shall be made up 


for the calendar year, most of the cor- 
porations have been in the habit of mak- 
ing them for the fiscal vear. Mr. Ander- 
son has distributed blank forms to be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 corporations in 
this district, but he says there are doubt- 
less a large number of corporations whose 
‘names and locations have escaped those 
whose duty it is to distribute the blank 
forms. There is a penalty of from $1,000 
to $10,000 for failure to file reports. 

Some of the larger corporations are de- 
laying reports awaiting the outcome of 
suits to test the constitutionality of the 
law.

Smyth Takes the Stand. 


After Mr. Osborne had finished his open- 
ing address he called as his first witness 
William A. Smyth. The witness was 
well past middle age, very businesslike 
in speech, manner, and appearance. He 


was sworn, and identified himself as the 
editor since 1872 of The Owego Times. 
Owego was the voting residence of ex- 
United States Senator Thomas C. Platt. 

At the request of Mr. Osborne, the wit- 
ness produced three letters and a tele- 
gram. which he said had been written by 
ex4Senator Platt and Mr. Allds in 1901. 
when the bills which figure in the charges 
were before the Assembly. Mr. Smyth, it 
appeared from the testimony, was Presi- 
dent of an organization of business men 
in his home town. This organization was 
interested in seeing the Malby and Stev- 
ens bills defeated, in order to keep a 
bridge company, which employed a great 
number of men, in Owego. It had threat- 
ened to move if adverse legislation was 
passed. Frank Conger, a brother of Sen- 
ator Conger, later became interested in 
this concern, which was known as the 
Owego Bridge Company. 

It seems Mr. Smyth had gone to New 
York to enlist the aid of Senator Platt to 
have the bridge bills defeated. The first 
letter which was written to the editor 
by Mr. Allds follows: 


My Dear Sir: The Senator has written 
me in relation to Senate bill No, 1,349, say- 
ing that you said that I gaid to you over the 
telephone that ‘‘it must go through.” I 
trust you will look at the copy of your 
letter which you wrote the Senator, and 
immediately sit down and do me the kind- 
ness to correct the impression which you 
gave him. If you will recall our conver- 
sation, you will remember that what I said 
was not that it ‘‘ would have to go 
through,’’ but that ‘‘I could not help you 
about this bill because it had already gone 





rough. 

This bill does not affect the bridge propo- 
sition, and when I am helping you and 
your friends upon a bill which you are 
really opposing I do think that I am en- 
titled to be correctly reported, and I as- 
sume that it must have been an: error of 
your stenographer or else the letter must 
have been very hastily dictated with refer- 
ence to Senate bill No. 1,349. Yours very 
truly, J. P. ALLDS. 


The telegram referring to the same in- 
cident read as follows:

Moe Tells His Story. 


There was a great craning of necks in 
the crowded Senate Chamber when Mr. 
Osborne, after counse}b for Senator Allds 
had announced that they were through 
with the Owego editor, cried out: 

“Will Mr. Moe take the stand?’”’ 

The next moment the spectators saw 


a slender man of clerical appearance, 
slighily bent, with pale, sharp features 
and black hair turning gray. Hiram G. 
Moe was sworn and said he had lived 
for fifty-two out of his. fifty-nine years 
in Groton, Tompkins County, a little com- 
munity where the Congers are the leading 
family. He had known Senator Benn 
Conger ever since the latter was born, 
and he had known Frank Conger, who 
died in March, 1902, all his life. At 17 
years he Eo @ position in the First Na- 
tional Ba at Groton, and had remained 
thirty-four years with that institution, 
advancing to the position of cashier. In 
1901 he became confidential secretary to 
Frank Conger, and when the Mechanics’ 
Bank was organized in Groton he became 
its cashier. He held that position for 
eight years, or until Jan. 1 last year, 
when he was appointed a General Com- 
mittee clerk at the capitol through’ the 
influence of Senator Conger. 

Mr. Osborne then brought his witness 
to April 22, 1901, when Mr. Moe said 
he had a talk with Frank Conger and in 
consequence took the latter’s check for 
$6,500 to the First National Bank at Gro- 
ton, where he received two drafts on New 
York for $8,000 each and $500 in cash. The 
check and the drafts were placed in evi- 
dence, notwithstanding objections from 
Mr. Littleton of Allds’s counsel. The 
drafts were on the First National Bank 
of New York. Mr. Moe said he had cashed 
the drafts in the National Bank of Syr- 
acuse, where he had been identified by 
Guernsey Williams, an officer of the Syr- 
acuse Dry Goods Company. Mr. Williams 
was in the Senate chamber and was iden. 
tified by the witness. Mr. Moe said he 
got the $6,000 in bills and immediately 
took a train for Albany, carrying the 
money in a small satchel. He spent the 
night with Senator, then Assemblyman, 
Benn Conger, in the latter’s apartment in 
Lancaster Street. 

‘* Now, when you got up in the morn- 
ing what, if anything, did you do—the 
morning of the 24d?"’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

“The first thing I did was to count the 
money, to see if it was all there,”’ said 
the witness, while the Senate chamber 
rang with the laughter of the spectators. 


Says He Distributed Funds. 


“IT counted the money,” he continued,

three envelopes, $4,000 in one and $2,000 
in two erivelopes, $1,000 in each, and put 
them in my pocket after sealing them, 
and then I came to the Capitol building.

FEAR FOR WOOD’S HEALTH. 


Sald tin Baltimore the General’s Old In- 
jury Made an Operation Necessary. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 8.—From a reliable 
souroe comésg the information that Gen. 
Leonard Wood's health ‘was seriously 
threatened by the injury to his head, 
which is said to have resulted from an 
accident he sustained in Cuba while he 
was Governor General. Upon arising from 
his desk one day he struck his head 
against a chandelier so hard that his skull 
wag Injured. 

Later he submitted to an operation in 
Which, it is said, a plece of bone was 
removed. The skin was allowed to grow 
over the wound. Consequences attributed 
to this condition developed which eventu- 
ally became so troublesome as to occa- 
sion fears for the General’s heelth.

PRINCETON REPORT 
LEAVES DISPUTEOPEN 


Committee Named by Trustees 
to Pass on ProcterQGift Urges 
a Quick Settlement. 





ADVOCATES NEITHER SIDE 





Donor Deprecates the Dispute and Says 
He Hopes the Matter Will Be 
Speedily Dropped,

ry PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 8.—It_ became 


known here to-day that the special com- 
mittee of five appointed by the Board of 
Trustees of Princeton University from its 
membership to consult with Mr. Procter 
with regard to his offer of $500,000 for a 
graduate college would, contrary to ex- 
pectation, return a non-committal report. 
It has been learned that the committee 
reached a decision in New York yesterday 
in which all concurred. The report will 
contain a review of the facts of the case. 

A prominent graduate suggested a way 
here to-day for the university still to ob- 
tain Mr. Procter’s half million dollars. He 
said: 

“The special committee that was ap- 
pointed, as I understand it, will return to 
the board what it has found to be the 
questions involved in the acceptance of 
the gift. This will not be in favor of Mr. 
Procter or Dean West or President Wil- 
son, and the only thing that it will urge 
will be a speedy settlement of the diffi- 
culties. Now, since it is for the assem- 
bled board to determine what action is 
necessary, it Is yet possible, in my opin- 
ion, for the board to consider Mr. Proc- 
ter’s letter of withdrawal, in which he 
‘begs leave’ to withdraw the gift, and 
urge upon him rather to await the opinion 
of the board, to which the committee 
brings for the first time a complete state- 
ment of the position of the three parties 
concerned. 

“The board has not yet, so far as I 
know, expressed itself absolutely as to 
what kind of a graduate college it wants, 
and it will have its first opportunity to 
visualize the various questions when pre- 
sented on Thursday.’’ 

The report of the Special Committee has 
been a matter of inténse interest here- 
abouts, and rumor had it that it favored 
President Wilson's ideas. It doesn’t favor 
anything but expeditious ending of the 
controversy. Several meetings have been 
held by the Special Committee, but yes- 
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terday’s was the only one subsequent to 
Mr. Procter’s withdrawal of his gift.

IRELAND DENOUNCES 
METHODISTS IN ROME 


Their Methods of Proselyting 
Back of Pope’s Refusal to Re- 
ceive Fairbanks, He Says. 








HE IMPUGNS THEIR HONOR) 





Makes No Attack, He Says, on Other 
American Churches There, or on 
the Entire Methodist Body. 





CHICAGO, Feb. 8—Archbishop Ireland 
issued a statement here to-day in which 
he gave reasons why the Pope could not 
meet ex-Vice President Fairbanks in 
Rome. The latter’s address to the Metho- 
dist Association in Rome, the Archbishop 
said, meant in the Roman mind approval 
of that association, whose methods the 
Archbishop criticised severely. 

The Archbishop's statement, 
follows: 

“Tt was not a question of Mr. Fair- 
banks being a Methodist or going to a 
Methodist church in Rome for Sunday 
devotions. It was a question of appear- 
ing to give the fullest approval to the 
work of the Methodist Association in 
Rome. American Methodists in Rome are 
active, and, I may readily say, pernicious 
proselyters. The Methodist Association ds 
not in Rome to serve and meet American 
Methodists, but to pervert from the 
Catholic faith all those upon whom they 
can bring influence to bear. 

“The purpose of the work of the Meth- 
odist Association in Rome is confessed 
openly. The means employed are by no 
means honorable. They take every ad- 
vuntage of the poverty of the people of 
Rome. The books circulated and dis- 
played in the windows of their book 
stores are slanders against the Catholic 
faith, the Holy Pontiff at Rome, and a 
misrepresentation of the whole Catholic 
system. The success of the movement is 
far from adequate ta the efforts put 
forth and the money expended. They do 
not make permanent Methodists of Ital- 
ians. They may possibly detach pupils 
from the Catholic Church, and this means 
from all Christian things for Itallans._

PREMIER ASQUITH RETURNS. 


Said to Have Decided to Take Up the 
Budget First. 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—Premier Asquith re- 
turned to London this evening. He has 
called meetings of the Cabinet for both 
Thursday and Friday, and it is expected 
that he will go to Brighton on Friday 
to confer with the King.

ATTACKS FLEXNER AT 
YIVISECTION DINNER 


John De Witt Warner of the Antis 
Says Surgeon Evades Charges 





Against Associates

AND HELPS TO PROVE THEM 








The Hon. Stephen Coleridge, Intro- 
duced as an English Martyr to the 
Cause, Makes Plea for the Dog. 





Before 200 or more members of the New 
York Anti-Vivisection Society, and their 
guest of honor, the Hon. Stephen Cole- 
ridge, son of the late Lord Chief Justice 
of England, at dinner at the Plaza last 
night John De Witt Warner aroused much 
enthusiasm by attacking Dr. Simon Flex- 
ner and the Rockefeller Institute which 
he heads. 

Mr. Warner charged Dr, Flexner with 
‘juggling with words” in his recent de- 
fense of the institute. 

Mr. Warner said that the medical pro- 
fession, even its most honorable mem- 
bers, was given to standing between the 
public and its most unscrupulous mem- 
bers. 

“High are the walls and shut the gates 
of the Rockefeller laboratories,’’ he re- 
marked, *‘ where agony is distilled by mu- 
tilation and torment. The professional 
gentlemen concerned are naturally dumb 
as to the processes in which slow deati 
brings mercy to the brutes. But their 
lay assistants sicken at their tasks, leave 
their service, and embody what they have 
seen {n sworn statements so direct and 
detalled as to call for confession or equal- 
ly definite denial. 


“I have seen no statement from those 
directly charged, but Dr. Flexner en- 
tered the list for them. Does Dr. Mex- 
ner specifioally deny a single fact? Not 
at all. He juggles with the word ‘ cruel- 
ty,’ tries to belittle the witnesses, and 
closes with evasive denials that are prac- 
tically admissions of the specific facts 


he dodged. 

‘The fact is a until Dr. Flexner 
had spoken, the public might have felt 
that sentiment or zeal had colored th: 
Statement even of sworn witnesses. But 
now the veracity of these witnesses 
Stands corroborated, and their charges 
Sustained by the strongest of all proofs— 
such evasions and omissions as spell con- 
fession. 

_Mr, Coleridge was introduced by Mrs. 
Diana Belais, toastmaster and President 
of the New York Society, as a martyr 
for the cause in England. He was cor- 
dially received. He said that dogs were 
daily being betrayed by beings that stand 


to them as gods. 

“ The doctors like to experiment 
dogs,’ he said, ‘‘ because, they sav, they 
can learn more from them. Indeed they 
can learn from them. They can learn of 
courage, faithfulness, loyalty, and love 
from them, but this is not what they 
want to learn. It is to find out the 
weight of their life blood, and whether 
they can graft the®leg of one dog on to 
the body of another.’’ 

Mr. Coleridge said he would not belleve 
that God ever intended that men should 
acquire knowledge at the expense of tor- 
menting others of His creatures as ani- 
mais experimented upon are tormented 
If the physiologists must learn this way, 
he thought he had better not learn at all 
The audience applauded this opinion 

Other speakers were Dr. Albert Leffinge- 
well, not wholly opposed to vivisection; 
Dr. J. D. Harrigan, and Frederick R. 
Toombs, Prof. William James of Har- 
vard wrote Mrs. Belais that he understood 
the American Medical Association was 
about to admit ethical responsibility for 
animal experimentation, and might pub- 
lish some disciplinary rules.

The fact is that Miss Rachel Crothers 
has taken this somewhat .well-worn—and 
not nearly enough worn—theme and writ- 


ten a remarkably interesting play about 
it. Never once has she made the mis- 
take of turning preacher, never once have 
her deductions and her views come other 
than naturally out of the mouths of the 
characters. And these she has drawn 
wtih variety, with naturalness, and with 
great appeal. Moreover, she has moved 
them in and about a@ reasonable sort ol 
story, and one suggestive of rea) life, in 
spite of the coincidental meeting and re- 
lationship, without which there would 
not be a play at all. The best part of 
it all, perhaps, from the viewpoint of 
its subject, is that Miss Crothers con- 
veys an impression of sympathy with her 
subject, of having coolly and calmly 
sat down to write about it, of conveying 
her opinions, if not without conviction, at 
least without the hysteria which so often 
enters into the argument. 

‘‘A Man's World” is, in short, a re- 
markably fine little play, and one which 
helps to justify the hopes that were built 
upon the author's first work, “‘ The Three 
of Us,” so pleasantly remembered. Here 
is a deeper, broader, more ticklish sub- 
ject, and it is difficult to see how it could 
be better handled. 

Frank Ware, successful novelist and 
worker on the east side for the better- 
ment of women, has an adopted child 
| whose presence even in her more or less 
| Bohemian surroundings has aroused sus- 
'picion, with a jealous woman to fan a 
small spark into a flame. About Frank 
(why the masculine surname in a world 
where even women have some rights in 
this one thing at least?) loyal friends 
rally—a French painter, with a Galiic 
misunderstanding; an American play- 
wrigkt, who knows that he will succeed, 
not because his plays are good, but be- 
cause the other fellows’ are so bad, and 
'a German musician, who ts honestly in 
love with her. 
| The German musician, on his part, is 
loved by a temperamental singer whose 
temper gets the best of her, and who 
'sees, or fancies she sees, in a miniature 
| of the child a resemblance to Maicolm 
Gaskell, a masterful sort of person who 
has recently come into Frank Ware's life 
who loves her, means to marry her, and 
is very near having his way about it. 
Eventually the gossip comes to the wo- 
man’s ears, but not before she has mysti- 
|fied her lover by imagining that there 
|has been a supposition that the child is 
| supposed to resemble her, not, again, 
| until she has had a moment of too brief 
, happiness in the arms of her lover and 
| accepted his proposal of marriage. 
| Then comes the inevitable disclosure— 
| that he is the father of the child; that 
| he was the man who, In Paris, six years 
‘before, loved and went away from 
the girl whom Frank Ware befriend- 
ed—that the child she had been rearing 
was his child. He argues, and with some 
truth it must be said, that things that 
have been cannot be changed; she, on 
her part, only sees the rank injustice of it. 
And at the end they part, a somewhat too 
sudden parting, perhaps, and one which, 
after all, leaves one to ask the question 
go what great end? After all, without a 
general consciousness of the evil, how is 
the wreck of two lives to mend it? To 
which Miss Crothers and her heroine may 
answer 
somewhere ’’ and still be within the facts. 

Briefly outlined as it must be here, this 
bare recital of the story can convey only 
an unsatisfactory impression of the play, 
which is not by any means the dull and 
morbid presentation the subject generally 
effects. Miss Crothers has written with 
charming variety, there is abundant light 
and shade in scenes, passages, and char- 
acters, and there are capital lines now 
and then, directly given or neatly turned, 
to add backbone and meaning to the 
moral of the play. 

The superfluous woman, trying to finda 
place in the world, who believes that 
‘‘one should have strict ideas even if one 











ter that shows more thought and under- 
standing, that is nearer to the actual than 
three-fourths of what goes into many 
plays. And the scene between Frank 
Work and the jealous woman, as the lat- 
| ter suddenly realizes her mistake, as the 
two women take issue on the essential 
_question of the woman's life, is as fine a 
bit of dramatic writing of its kind as 
often comes along. There are scenes with 
the child, wonderfully natural human 
little scenes, and there is the sentimental- 
ly appealing picture of loyalty in the 
three men friends to lighten the main 
discussion, to throw into relief the more 
important features of the story. 

The acting, too, is in several instances 
much above the average. Miss Mary 
Mannering, with her beauty and charm 
never so pronounced as now, plays. with 
a complete and wholly satisfying sugges- 
tion of every phase of the woman’s char- 
acter; her gentleness, her self-reliance 
her earnestness, and her wholly natural 
and feminine capitulation, though tempo- 
rary, to the dominating male; her disillu- 
sionment and regret, and then her grow- 
ing strength and conviction of the right of 
her position, with a most adorable sug- 
gestion of kindly feeling for the child— 
all these things Miss Mannering conveys 
most admirably and without a suggestion 
of theatrical artificiality. Women will 
certainly love her in this part. 

Mr. Charles Richman has possibly never 
played so well, with such a firm com- 
mand of himself, certainly never with a 
finer suggestion of virility and convic- 
tion. And in a little scene of love-making 
-which ends the first act, charmingly 
| written and arranged, both he and Miss 
'Mannering were delightful. An excep- 
tionally direct and natural performance 
is that of Arthur Bertheleyv as one of the 
riends, the German of the trio being 
played with plenty of sentimental fervor 
by John Sainpolis, and the Frenchman 
having good color in the hands of Ernest 
Perrin, Ruth Holt Boucicault, very im- 
pressive in appearance, plays effectively, 
but with occasional tendency to overact, 
a fault possibly due to first-night nervous- 








ness, 

A Gistinctly interesting figure is pro- 
vided by Helen Ormsbee, who marks the 
passage from eccentric humor to patheti¢ 
exposition of a lonely, helpless life with 
convincing fervor and emotion. And a 
more delightful child than Mark Short, 
whose part is long, could scarcely be im- 
agined.

MURDER MADE CLEAR 
-BY THIRD DEGREE 


Cross-Questioned for 18 Hours, 
Emilya Sarapuu Tells Police 
Johansen Killed His Wife. 








SAYS HE CONFESSED TO HER 





Woman Stolidly Denied All Knowledge 
of the Crime After Her Arrest— 
On the Trall of Johansen. 





Highteen hours of what is known in 
police parlance as the ‘‘third degree”’ 
resulted yesterday in breaking down Miss 
Emilya Sarapuu, the stolid young East- 
lander, who was found by the police in 
an apartment furnished by August Johan- 
sen, at 267 West 146th Street. In a con- 
fession, made through an interpreter, she 
informed the police that Johansen had 
told: her that he murdered his wife, So- 
phie, whose body was found buried be- 
neath the floor of a basement apartment 
at 178 West Ninety-fourth Street on Mon- 
day morning. 

The police believe that they will be 


able to find Johansen within the next 
few hours, for he is believed to be in 
hiding in this city, either in the home of 
some friend in the Finnish colony, on the 
upper east side, or in Brooklyn, where, 
according to Emilya Sarapuu, he also has 
many acquaintances. 

From the time Miss Sarapuu was ar- 
rested the police considered her the key 
to the situation, as they had learned that 
she was with Johansen on Thursday and 
again on Friday, in the West Ninety- 
fourth Street house, helping him pack 
preparatory to the hurried moving of his 
effects to 146th Street. 

Assistant District Attorney Henry A 
Stickney retained T. von 8S. Petersen, 
head of Petersen's Detective Bureau. MY. 
Petersen speaks most of the dialects of 
Finland and of the neighboring countries. 
At 3 o’clock Monday afternoon he took 
the Sarapuu woman in hand. And from 
that hour until midnight he continued 
questioning her without pause. Still she 
would admit nothing. The woman was 
placed in a cell at the Mercer Street Po- 
lice Station for the night. And at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning Mr. Petersen resumed 
his task. No breakfast was served to 
Miss Sarapuu. All that was given to her 
was a glass of water. 

Accompanied by Capt. Carey, the inter- 

reter conducted Miss Sarapuu to the 

asement of the Ninety-fourth Street 

house, where the murder was committed. 
Then they took her to the Morgue to look 
at the body of Mrs. Johansen. Miss Sara- 
puu recoiled at the sight. She admitted 
there that she recognized the body as that 
of Mrs. Johansen, but that was all. 

They then took her to the office of As- 
sistant District Attorney Stickney, in the 
Criminal Court Building, and the inquisi- 
tion went on there. 

Still she was mute when it came_to 
telling anything about Johansen. But 
shortly after noon Mr. Petersen requested 
to be left alone with the woman. For two 
hours he plied her with questions. She 
was beginning to feel the effects of the 
strain and of the lack of food. Along 
toward 3 o’clock she broke down colm- 
pletely and wept. 

am ready to tell all I know,” she 
said to Petersen. And then, according to 
the police, she told of Johansen’s having 
confessed to her of having committed the 
murder. 

‘‘“I met Johansen about two months 
ago, when he and his wife were living in 
Seventh Avenue,” said she, ‘‘ We both 
came from Eastland, and it was only nat- 
ural we should become friendly in a city 
where there are not many Eastlanders. I 
liked Mrs. Johansen very much. While 
I was living with Mrs. Markowitz, at 228 
East 112th Street, I had all my mail sent 
to the Johansen home, and Mr. Johansen 
used to bring it to me. 

‘Last Thursday Mr. Johansen came 
to me and said that his wife'had gone 
back to the old country and that he in- 
tended to move away from the Ninety- 
fourth Street house. He asked me to 
help him pack up and move, and I agreed 
to do so. That evening we packed up the 
furniture, and on Friday the moving men 
came and took the things to the 146th 
Street house. 

“Mr. Johansen told me that he wanted 
me to stay and keep house for him until 
the time came for han to sall for East- 
land to join his wife. I had no suspicion 
that Mrs. Johansen had not really gone 
away, because she had told me about two 
weeks before that she intended going 
back to Eastland soon. She had come 
into some money from the death of her 
brother, .who was killed on a railroad in 
New Jersey. 

‘* All day Friday we worked around the 
new flat. Mr. Johansen 
couple of hours. 
but I thought perhaps he had been drink- 
ing. On Saturday afternoon Mr. John 
Corse, who owns the Ninety-fourth 
Street house, came and wanted to see 
Mr. Johansen, but he was out. Saturday 
evening Mr. Johansen was very much ex- 
cited upon learning cw.at Mr. Corse had 
been there. He walked about the kitchen, 
throwing his hands about, and after @ 
while sat down and began to cry. 

“Then he told me that he had kflled 
his wife. I thought he was either tntox!i- 
cated or crazy. I didn’t believe him. 

‘‘On Monday morning early Mr. Johan- 
sen borrowed $2 from me and ,said he 
was going out. He sald he couldn’t tell 
when he would be back, and told me to 
look out for myself. I do not think he 
could have had much money, or he would 
not have borrowed from me. He hadn't 
come back up to the time the police ar- 
rested me.” 

After her confession the woman was 
taken to the House of Detention, where 
she will be held pending the search for 
Johansen. ~ 

An autopsy was performed on the body 
of Mrs. Johansen yesterday,/and !t was 
yound that she had been strangled and 
that her skull had been fractured.

TWO DIE THROUGH JEALOUSY. 


Ex-Convict Shoots Wife, Who Had Left 
Him, Then Himself. 


Infuriated because he believed his wife 
had transferred her affections to another, 
Herman Strauss, son of a hotel proprietor 
at Rockaway Park, kilted the woman and 
then himself yesterday morning in the 
flat of Mrs, Mary English at 204 East 
Twenty-first Street. Strauss’s wife, who 
was 19 years old, had sought refuge in 
Mrs. English’s rooms and her husband 
had pursued her there. 

Strauss was released last Saturday from 
Elmira Reformatory, where he had served 
ten months for the theft of a gold watch 
and necklace. The theft occurred three 
days after his marriage, and it was per- 
petrated at the home of a family with 
whom his wife had obtained employment. 
After Strauss was sent to E!)mira his wife 
at first visited him and assured him of 
her devotion to him. She asserted a firm 
belief in his innocence. After a time her 
visits ceased, and one of Strauss’s friends 
confided to him a suspicion that his wife 
no longer loved him. 

Mg his release Strauss went at once 
to look for her. She had: moved from 
the flat where he had installed her. He 
found her late Saturday night in the 
apartment of Mrs. Kate Noonan on the 
ground floor of 204 
Street. 

She refused to return to him and he ex- 
changed his overcoat and umbrella for an 
old-fashioned English bull-dog 
With this concealed in his pocket, he went 
to the Engiish flat, and, when the door 
was opened dashed madly about looking 
for his wife. He found her preparing 
breakfast in the kitchen. She evidently 
was bending over the stove when Strauss 
crept up behind her and fired a bullet into 
her neck. The bullet plerced the jugular 
vein and she fell dying. As Strauss was 
about to turn the revolver upon himself 
& roomer of Mrs. English’s looked in. 
When he saw the revolver he yelled and 
ran. Strauss pulled the revolver trigger. 
but the bullet went into the ceiling of the 
kitchen. Then he sat on the floor, placed 
the weapon at his temple and fired again. 
This time the bullet took effect. When 
Poltteman Dalzell appeared a few min- 
utes later in response to calls for help, 
4 found husband and wife dead, side by 
side. |

TWO KILLED IN RACE RIOT. 


Negroes Shot in Fight with Whites in 
Tennessee Labor Camp. 


CHATTANOOGA, Feb. 8.—Two negroes 
were killed in a@ race riot at Hale’s Bar, 
Lock and Dam, a labor camp twenty miiles 
below Chattanooga, on the Tennessee 
River, early this morning. Ill-feeling be- 
tween the white and biack employes of 
the lock and dam contractors had been 
growing for several days, and an assault 
upon one of the negro laborers by sev- 
eral white men yesterday brought matters 
to a climax.

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. WHAT IS THE INDUCEMENT? 

It would be interesting to know ex- 
actly what President Tarr thinks is the 
inducement for corporations engaged 
im considerable trade to take out 
charters under the bill he has proposed 
to Comgress. On the face of it the 
inducement he seems to have in mind 
fis that there will be only one instead 
‘of forty-six masters to regulate their 
ffairs. But what is the nature of the 
Tegulation to be exercised by the one 
master? 

It is defined, or at least is included, 
dm the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
President makes it quite clear that he 
Woes not intend, and that he has not 
the power, to abate a jot or tittle of 
that law. Some of the provisions of 
that law are defined under the pro- 
posed act, but they are not moderated 
and there is no assurance that the 
provisions mot defined will be sus- 
Yet jurists of the 
hhighest rank, together with Mr. Tarr’s 
jpredecessor—who cannot be said to be 
opposed to strict regulation—have de- 
clared that no corporation working on 
@ large scale could do business under 
the explicit terms of that law. Since 
&t is mot to be repealed, since there is 
Mo suggestion that it shall be amended, 
wince it cannot be waived, what is the 
gain to corporations to come under the 
proposed National law, unless it be in 
the fact that they can more readily be 
prosecuted if a bureau of the Federal 
Government is in official possession of 
their reports and has access to their 
Pecor@s? It looks as if Mr. Tarr not 
jonly. destres to spread his net in the

support is held at. From such a state 
of things it is plain that any effective 
measure of Home Rule from this Par- 
Hament is hardly within sight. Could 
we infer that this combination of cir- 
cumstances would lead to a compromise 
giving to Ireland the greatest possible 
control of her own affairs short of 
practical independence, all true friends 
of Ireland would have reason to re- 
joice. An attempt at this was made 
three years ago in Mr. BIRRELL’s plan 
for an Irish Council, to which were to 
be given the chief branches of the 
Government and an independont treas- 
ury, but it was rejected by the Irish 
themselves. Whether it is possible to 
devise another plan acceptable to the 
Irish it is impossible now to say, but 
the aim of the plan is sound. It is gen- 
erally recognized among all parties in 
Pngland by the more far-sighted lead- 
ers that the Irish “problem” is a 
problem for the Irish, and that the 
safety and duty of England Me in pro- 
viding a way in which the Irish may 
be free to solve it. 

At best the task will be tremendously 
difficult, and whatever mode of deal- 
ing with it may be evolved, there will 
be faults and errors in following it and 
serious trouble flowing from it. But 
it is to be borne in mind that great 
chenges have been wrought in Ireland 
in the last two decades, from which 
much may be hoped. The system of 
land tenure has been practically revo- 
lutionized, and opportunity given to 
multitudes of tenants to become hotld- 
ers of land. All depends upon what 
will be the capability of these land- 
holders in developing the resources 
placed within their reach. It will be a 
long job and a tough one. AM! thet can 
reasonably be asked or hoped is that 
there shall be progress, however slow 
and painful. Essentially, now, we 
should say that the Irish question is 
rather economic and social than polit- 
ical, and from that point of view the 
impossibility of soon securing the kind 
of Home Rule which the Nationalists 
urge is not vitally unfortunate. 








POLITICS AND POST OFFICES. 


The department’s policy of recom- 
mending the reappointment of Presi- 
dential Postmasters who have proved 
their efficiency and of retaining Post- 
masters at offices of the fourth class so 
long as they render satisfactory servy- 
ice has had a decidedly beneficial ef- 
fect. This policy involves the require- 
ment that a Postmaster shall give his 
personal attention to the duties of his 
office and insures his co-operation 
with the department in improving the 
service. The recognition of efficiency 
as the controlling factor in determining 
tenure of office cannot fail to raise the 
standard of the supervisory service, 
just as the merit system has improved 
the work of the rank and file. 


This very clear and sensible state- 
ment of the operation of sound busi- 
ness principles in the Post Office De- 
partment is taken from the latest re- 
port of the Postmaster General. It 
amounts to a definite pledge on his 
part and on the part of the Adminis- 
tration.

MISREPRESENTATIVES OF LABOR. 
The annual bill for legalizing the boy~ 
cott—that is, for exempting labor or- 
ganizations from the anti-trust law— 
made its appearance tn the House of 
Representatives promptly after the as- 
sessment of damages by the jury in the 
Hatters’ case. It cannot be said that 
the time was well chosen, or that there 
is amy general public demand for such 
a statute. There is even doubt that the 
unionists themselves, as distinguished 
from their officers, want such a law. 
The ground for doubting ft ts the belief 
that the unionists are much the same 
sort of flesh and blood as the rest of 
us, and such formel action In support 
of the belief as that just taken by the 
Knights of Labor. At thefr convention 
in Albany the Knights adopted formal 
resolutions opposing all 
amendments to the Sherman anti-trust 
law which would exempt labor organi- 
zations from the provisions thereof, 
as such exemption would confer upon 
the labor trust the right to boycott, 
and any legislation which seeks to 
deprive one class of citizens of rights, 
privileges, or immunities accorded to 
any other class would be opposed to 
and subversive of the fundamental 
principles of equal rights and equal 


justice on which our Government is 
based, 


That puts it pretty well, and the Ca-

tion also. In connection with President 
GOMPERs’s invitation to join his Inter- 
national Federation of Labor the Pro- 
vincial Workingmen’s Association of 
Canada adopted a resolution condemn- 
ing the methods of.the boycott as hav- 
ing ‘‘ consequences which are abhorrent 
to the law-abiding people of Canada, 
involving hunger, misery, riot, and 
bloodshed.” That, too, is good doctrine, 
and it is possible to show that it is held 
by a considerable and respectable body 
of opinion within the Federation itself. 
Such sentiments were expressed at the 
last meeting of the Federation by the 
International Brotherhood of Hiectrical 
Workers. Having writhed under the 
lash of Gomprrs, the Brotherhood re- 
solved: 

The Hxecutive Council of the Fed- 
eration have been hailed as martyrs 
of judicial tyranny, while they them- 
selves are practicing iron autocracy 
never before duplicated in the history 
of unionism. * * * The Executive 
Council of the Federation has placed 
the American labor movement in an 
inconsistent and ridiculous position; 
they are appealing from a United 
States Court decision on the ground 
that it abrogates their constitutional 
rights, and in turn they have enjoined 
the majority of the electrical workers 
of the United States and Canada from 
exercising their constitutional rights. - 
Fellow-feeling makes us wondrous 

kind. Those who have felt the boycott 
are willing that fit should be forbidden 
against all others if that is necessary 
to secure their own exemption. Mr. 
GoMPERS’S plea for the boycott as @ sa- 
cred right when exercised by labor does 
not .cover the ground of a boycott 
against labor. Im short there are not 
two classes of boycott, good and bad. 
All boycotts are bad, and are recog 
nized as such by every one who has 
been boycotted, or ts in danger of being 
boycotted. That includes all those who 
work for wages or who pay wages. The 
boycott ts a donble-edged tool, and it 
has cut Mr. Gomprrs badly.

THE SUFFRAGE REFERENDUM. 

Senator Brackerr, with an air of 
perfect solemnity, no doubt, introduced 
in the Senate yesterday a bill providing 
for a special “election” on the day 
previous to the general election next 
Fall, “at which all women over 21 
years may vote on the question of 
whether they shall have the full right 
of suffrage.” 

As this measure is open to grievous 
misconception, ft is proper to explain 
that the vote taken, as provided, would 
determine nothing save whether the 
women wanted to become legal voters, 
It is merely a special referendum to 
the women of the State over the ags 
of 21 upon that question alone. Un- 
fortunately for the suffragists, a ma- 
jority vote, or even a unanimous vote 
of all the women, in favor of the grant 
would not secure ft. Male voters would 
have to pass upon that afterward. The 
Constttution, as it happens, confers the 
privilege of voting for elective officers 
and upon questions submitted to the 
people upon male citizens alone. After 
women had by their vote declared that 
they demand the suffrage, it could be 
accorded to them only by a joint 
resolution amending the Constitution, 
passed by two successive sessions of 
the Legislature, and then ratified by 
the people—meaning those male citi- 
zens now having the euffragce. 

It would be a mighty interesting test. 
How wouki it result? Many women 
and some men ere engaged in an active 
agitation for woman suffrage. There 
ig an organized opposition, perhaps not 
quite so active. of 
women who by organization, by voice, 
and by agitation are oither favoring 
or opposing woman suffrage is quite 
insignificant compared with the total 
number of women in the State. The 
silent mass would determine the issue 
on Senator BrRacker?’s “ election” day. 
There is an impression which ft would 
require a great deal of evidence to 
remove, that most women, es very large 
majority of them, indeed, @o not want 
the ballot, and look with disfavor upon 
the suffrage movement. This majority 
might indicate their disfavor by re- 
maining away from the polls on refer 
endum day. The total vote for and 
against cast by those who are actively 
engaged in promoting or opposing the 
movement would not be very itmpres- 
stve, we imagine. The Legislature might 
decline to consider ft as a “ mandate.” 

But what is Senator BRACKETY’S mo- 
ttve? Is he a suffragist, or is ft merely 
peace that he seeks? Does he, tke so 
many other men, long for rest and 
quiet? His action in introducthaug the 
bill ig at least opén to that construo- 
tion. Many men when approached by 
a suffragist with menace in her eye 
and command in her voice, demanding 
to know whether they are for or against 
giving votes to women, reply that they 
have no objection ff all the women 
want the vote. This is, of course, a 
miserable evasion, and all the euffra- 
gists know ft. One gentleman of prom- 
inence fn this cormmunity, when his 
signature was demanded for a suffrage 
petition, replied that he would sign on 
two conditions, Cl) that when suffrage 
was given to women ft should be taken 
away from the men; (2) that all wo- 
men over 40 should have two votes 
apiece. He was instantly set down as 
a scoffer, which he probably was, 
though there is a subtiety fn these 
ponditions which few men end fewer 
women will perceive. 

If Senator Bracxnprr cherishes the 
hope that his referendum would put an 
end to the fuss about woman euffrage 
he deceives himself. Even if the vote 
of the women were against the grant, 
the movement would not die. Is it 
not a part of the feminine nature to 
seek more eagerly and persistently 
privileges. that Lave been dented?

_ Whether the exhibi- 
tion which the anti-viv- 
isectionists have for 
some weeks been con- 
ducting in this city 

could be successfully attacked as a show 
injurious to public morals, as has many 
a less harmful display, we do not know. 
That it should be suppressed, however, 
we have no doubt whatever, and we are 
strongly of the impression that the Board 
of Health both could and should do it in 
the exercise of its large powers to protect 
the public from anything the obvious and 
inevitable tendency of which is to spread 
disease and endanger life. 

That is exactly what the anti-viviseo- 
tionists are doing, so far as they are do- 
ing anything. ‘They have fitted up a 
chamber of wholly imaginary horrors, and 
to all who enter, including many children, 
they tell sickening tales of crimes that are 
never committed and of tortures that are 
never inflicted. As Prof. Len, in the let- 
ter we printed yesterday, said, “To one 
who is familiar with laboratory practice, 
the keynote of this exhibitton is falsity.’’ 
Therein it illustrates the characteristic 
common to every page of ariti-vivisection 
literature. The followers of that strange 
cult are apparently incapable of telling the 
truth. A well-intentioned people, they 
have an amazing faculty for freeing their 
minds of facts and for substituting for 
them grotesque fictions, and, while keep- 
ing up a fine pretense of delicacy and sen- 
sitiveness, they coolly utter and spread 
broadcast the vilest slanders they can in- 
vent against men whose whole lives are 
unselfishly devoted to lessening the 
amount of pain and sorrow in the world. 

It would probably be unjust to say that 
the anti-vivisectionists know nine-tenths 
of their statements to be false and the 
remainder exaggerations and distortions. 
In some mysterious way they are able to 
convince themselves that vivisection is 
useless and cruel and wrong. Those as- 
sumptions made, they accept as true any 
assertion supporting that view and reject 
any evidence controverting it. Prof. Lup 
instanced example after example in this 
exhibition, of what it is hard to cal! any- 
thing except deliberate and intentional 
misrepresentation, or, to use a simpler 
phrase, out-and-out lying, but the possi- 
bilities of laboriously maintained igno- 
rance are infinite, and it is well not to 
use language that is too harsh. Beyond 
any question, however, this show is a de- 
moralizing and degrading cone, and it 
should not be permitted to go on.

In the will of the late 
J. S. KENNEDY precisely 
the right way of giving

ganizations they want to help, but would 
have the minor though still {mportant 
effect of preventing all such ugly contro- 
versies as the one which is now shaking 
the very foundations of venerable Prince- 
ton and deeply grieving her unwillingly 
divided friends, 

Mr. KENNEDY, having used his own 
judgment in selecting the objects of his 
benefactions, intrusted his gifts uncondi- 
tionally to those under whose manage- 
ment the chosen colleges, societies, and 
the like had come to win his approval 
He not only gave, but he gave outright. 
He did not insist on the building of any 
material and enduring monument to keep 
his memory alive; he did not assume to 
know as much about the details of pres- 
ent needs as do those who approach them 
as experts and professionals, and still less 
to decide the needs of the future and te 
keep a “dead hand” on the money he 
was to leave behind him 

It may be said, indeed, that it is better 
for an educational or charitable or scien- 
tific institution to get money on condi- 
tions than not to get it at all. That is not 
true; at any rate [ft is not always true. 
Many a magnificent building, dedicated 
to a noble purpose, bears carved over its 
Coors a name that would have been more 
honored, or at least would have been 
more deserving of honor, if the donor had 
thought less of his own glory and more 
of the work by which he expected to be 
giorified. Fine buildings do not keep 
themselves tn repair, do not make the 
alterations required by changing necessi- 
ties, and still less do they pay the aal- 
aries of the men who alone can put the 
building to its Intended use. 

Now and then a man of rather excep- 
tional wisdom erects a building, adequate- 
ly endows it, and releases to competent 
Trustees full power to decide the particu. 
lar ends it shall serve. In such cases the 
lingering element of personal vanity can 
be overlooked, since it does no harm. But 
the closely conditioned gift is not really 
a gift at all—it is at worst a bribe and at 
best a purchase, with public subordinated 
to private interest.

New York Is confi- 
dently, though now 
somewhat impatiently, 
waiting to hear that 
Mayor GAYNOR has 
cleared up the sinister lItttle mystery as 
to how it happened that two mounted po- 
licernen were transf¢rred so soon after 
they had troubled the peace of certain 
saloon keepers more than suspected of 
having political and other influence. 

The case is one in which the Mayor 
would see, more clearly and promptly 
than did Commissioner Barmr, the legit- 
imacy of publio interest. He has no ten 
der regard for police secrets and the in- 
dications are obvious that he is moving, 
with the deliberation imposed by his 
heavy responsibilities, toward a clearing 
up and settlement of the whole matter. 
Whether he is to vindicate the action 
taken or to condemn it is a question of 
no consequence, since ft is certain that 
he will do neither on less than reasons 
really good and sufficient. 

The chances are that, passing behind 
the ouriously trrelevant question why 
CUNNINGHAM and KPEHNAN made the ar- 
rests they did when they did, the Mayor 
will raise really relevant inquiries—for 
instance, “ Was there such violation of 
the law as to justify the arrests?” “Had 
this violation been long continued?” “™ I, 
so, why were the arrests so long de 
layed?” ‘Those problems once sotved, 
probably the question as to whether the 
arrests ang the transfers had a relation 
of cause and effect as well ag one of 
time will answer itself. 

And Commissioner Barer is {ll-advised 
when he censures the reporters for col- 
lecting and the newspapers for printing 
rumors about this case. Rumors are as 
much mews as are facts—when presented 
as rumors and not as facts—and they are 
far from always false.

DUPLICATES REBEL COIN. 





Owner Pald 75 Cents for 50-Cent Piece 


Like $5,000 Specimen. 


Having read in Tum Timps yesterday 
an account of a silver half dollar of the 
Confederate States, said to, be worth 
$5,000 as the only metal coin of the Con- 
federacy now in existence, Sol I. Heller 
of the firm of Heller & Co., 35 East 
Twelfth Street brought a duplicate of 
this coin to THm Timms office yesterday. 
Only four .f the coins were minted in 
1841, and .4{ but the one described in 
Tun Tima, were thought to have been 
lost. ' 

Mr. Helle, said that ten years ago he 
acquired the coin from a professor in a 
Southern college, who, through some ac- 
cident, fyund himself temporarily without 
other myney than the Confederate haif 
dollar. he professor wanted only 50 
cents for it, but Mr| Heller gave him 75 
cents. Some time ago a man to whom he 
showed the coin offered him $50 for it. 

“No,” said Mr, Heller, ‘if it is worth 
$50 it must be worth more.’”’ 

Learning now that a similar coin is 
worth $5,000, he says he is fonder of the 
coin than ever before. He wanted to 
find out more about his rare silver piece, 


and was referred to the New York Nu- 
mismatic Society, at 156th Street and 
Broadway. 

There he was told that the coin was a 
reproduction, a ‘‘ restrike ’’ from the orig- 
inal die. But Mr. Heller said he would 
hold on to it and find out more about it.

Number of Human Belngs.

Undoubtedly many of your readers who 
noticed the letter from me, in which I stated 
that this planet could easily support at least 
18,000,000,000, or twelve times as many hu- 
man beings as now, thought that to be imrpos- 
sible, and therefore gave up thinking seriously 
about ft But as the question of human life 
seems to me to be the most important of all, 
I wish again to say a few words, especially to 
the skeptics. 

It is a fact that Belgtum already has 630 
people to every square mile, and that Saxony 
has T77 to every square mile. The world at 
large, and epeciaily the United States, (second 
to none in fertility.) which has only twenty- 
eight people to the square mile, ought to wake 
up and wonder when it ts told that Japan 
can show a population of 2,277 to the square 
mile, that on two and one-half acres are com- 
fortably fed, housed, and clad families of 
twelve, besides providing for a cow, small 
donkey, and two pigs. This goes to show that 
Japan could have 8,072 people on every square 
mile of cultivated Iand, or nearly five people 
to the acre, 

T am now sure that, when men know where 
to place themselves and use the natural re- 
sources rightly ft would be an easy matter to 
keep @ population on earth of five to the acre 
of its fertile land, which is now about 18,092,- 
288,000 acres, to say nothing of the vast 
areas which could be made fertile by irriga- 
tion and draining.

FROM BERMUDA ICEBOUND. 


Packet Orotava Runs Into an Arctic 
Day Near the Land of Palms. 


The Royal Mail steam packet Oratava, 
which arrived here yesterday from Ber- 
muda, ‘wenty-four hours Tate on account 
of the stress of weather, came up the 
harbor from the Quarantine station at the 
head of a gsnow-white squadron of steam- 
ships, .ooking as if she had just returned 
from a polar expedition instead of the 
land of palms and lillies. From truck to 
keel and stem to stern she was &@ mass 
of ice and snow, brilliant in the morning 
sun. : 

Snow and ice were two fvet thick on 
the promenade deck, and ine signal hal- 
yards of quarter-inch line were the size 
of a towrope. From the upper deck 
icicles six to ten feet long hung like 
white-painted stanchions, while the open 
bridge, where the officers stood, was 
festooned with fancy garlands woven by 
the frost. Capt. W. J. Dagnall was too 
tired to talk, after being thirty-six hours 
on the bridge, and left Chief Officer Tib- 
bits to tell the yarn, 

“We left Bermuda on Saturday, Feb. 
5, at 10 A. M., when the sun was shining 
brightly,” said the chief, ,“and Mark 
Twain was standing on the quay in his 
white suit, waving his hand to all the 
pretty girls as the tender went off to the 
ship. 

“Shortly after leaving port a strong 
southwest wind sprang up from the sea. 
At 4 bells we ran into a thunderstorm, ac- 
companied by large hailstones and forked 
lightning that lit up the lowering sky 
like a comet. This was followed by tor- 
rents of sleet, and by the morning the 
wind had increased to a gale with a 
ara confused sea. 

“The wind blew hard On Monday and 
the snow fell in big flakes. The passen- 
gers enjoyed the novelty and pelted each 
other on the promenade deck with snow 
balls. It was the worst snowstorm I have 
ever seen at sea, except once on @ voyage 
in a clipper ship beating out to the west- 
ward around Cape Horn.” 

The fruit sfeamship Ida Cuneo from 
Port Antonio, which followed the Orotava 
up, had experienced the same storm and 
camé in sparkling. 

The steamer Philadelphia of the Red 
D Line, which left San Juan on Feb. 2, 
encountered the storm on Sunday in the 
Gulf Stream and had to stop for sixteen 
hours. The temperature of the water in 
the Gulf Stream was 68, and the Captain 
ordered the chief engineer to pump it 


up to thaw the ice on deck and around 
the winches, 


DR. ROBNETT’S TRIAL ENDS. 


Found Gullty of Swearing, but Gulitless 
of Assault, It is Said.

BOSTON, Feb. 8—The court-martial of 
Passed Assistant Surgeon A. H. Robnett 
of the United States Navy was finished 
with the close of to-day’s session. It is 
understood that the verdict was against 
Dr. Robnett on one of the two charges, 
and the second was not considered. Upon 
the charge of having used profane lan- 
guage in conversation over the telephone 
with Dr. BDdward S. Cowles, the com- 
plainant, Dr. Robnett was found guilty. 
The other specification charging Dr. Rob- 
nett with having been a party to a breach 
of naval etiquette and an assault on Dr. 
Cowles by Paymaster Auld on Dec 11, 


was not considered, as there was no evi- 
dence connecting him with it. 

The extreme penalty which could be ftm- 
posed in the case of Dr. Robnett is the 
loss of some numbers in his line for pro- 
motion, and a reprimand officially spread 
on his record in the service. It is be- 
lieved by the officers at the Charlestown 
Navy Yard that the first of the two pun- 
ishments will not be imposed, and that 
Dr. Robnett will suffer nothing more’seri- 
ous than a reprimand from the Secretary 
of the Navy. 


ROOSEVELT TROPHIES SHIPPED 


Smithsonian Institution Learns That 
Skins and Skeletons Are on Way. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Edmund Hel- 
ler, one of the scientists with former 
President Roosevelt tn Africa, has written 
to Dr. Charles D. Walcott, Secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution, from Kative, 
Uganda, under date of Dec. 27 last, an- 
nouncing that the expedition had shipped 
from Nairobi specimens secured from 


about Mount Kenia, the Northern Guaso 
Nijiro River, and the Guaso Ngishu Plat- 
eau. 

The shipment, Mr. Heller writes, in- 
cludes forty-eight barrels of skins in 
brine, twelve large cases of skulls and 
skeletons of large mammals and several 
eases of birds, small mammals, and other 
specimens. The skins of three elephants 
are included in the collections, one in 
three sections and the other two in five, 
each piece being packed in a separate bar- 
rel The authorities of the Smithsonian 
are advised that the elephant skins be 
dried as soon as possible after their arri- 
val, as there is danger of disintegration if 
they are left in the brine for any great 
length of time. 

“At the present time we have accom- 
plished four days of our safari through 
Uganda,” Mr.-Heller writes, “‘and the 
Colonel has added several new bucks to 
the collection. Every one of the party 
is in good health, and we anticipate godd 
results and a very intersting journey down 
the Nile.’’ 


UNDERWRITERS LOSE SUIT. 


Court Deoldes for Metropolitan Trust— 
Bond Payments Were Resisted. 


Justice Giegerich tm the Supreme Oourt 
directed a verdict yesterday in favor of 
the Metropolitan Trust Company of New 
York against Alfred Skitt, an underwriter 
who had interposed a technical defense. 
The case had been on trial two days. 


Austen G Fox represented the trust 
company and Herbert Barry the defend- 


ant. 

The case will be a precedent for several 
others which the trust company has pend- 
ing against other underwriters on the 
same transaction, the loan of $400,000 to 
Charles BH. Ertz on certain bonds. There 
were forty underwriters, several of whom 
took up the bonds when Ertz failed to ac- 
cept the bonds during the anic of oe 
Payment was resisted on the ground o 
usury, and it was alleged that the cou- 
pons had been disposed of irregularly. 


MORE CUTS IN CITY PAY ROLLS 


Saving of $50,000 a Year In Tenement 
and Dock Departments. 


Further pay roll cuts were made yester- 
day in three city departments which will 
represent an annual saving of more than 
$50,000. 

The total mumber of employes laid off 
was 261. They inolude thirty-five clerks 
in the Tenement House Department, 145 
men in the Dock Department, and eighty- 
one in the Bureau of Highways in the 
Bronx. The majority of them received 
gmall salaries, those in the Dock Depart- 
ment whom Borou President Miller laid 
off being, for the most part, laborers. 

Two of the dismissals by Dock Commis- 
sioner Tomkins were Dock Masters, at 
$2,100 a year each. 

The Roard of Water Supply also laid off 
sixteen emplo , but at the same time 
raised the salaries of six engineers, the 
increases averaging from $500 to $1,500 
a yeas, so that no saving was effected.

Mayor Gaynor devoted yesterday to 
writing letters to the heads of city de- 


partments on matters coming under their: 


jurisdiction. Among others he wrote to 
Lawson Purdy, President of the Tax 
Board, declaring that there must be re- 
form in the method of levying personal 
taxes. He suggested that this system of 
local taxation .be done away with entirely. 
The Mayor declared that if the amount 
of money now obtained by the city in this 
way was added to the real estate taxes it 
would only slightly increase the tax rate, 
and pointed out that most persons who 


paid personal taxes were included in the 
realty rolls. 


Fualfills Promise to Reform Taxes. 


The Mayor promised in the campaign 
that he would make extensive changes in 


the tax system if elected. In his letter 
the Mayor says: 


I am receiving dally complaints of persons 
whose names are put on the assessment 
rolls this year for personal taxation, al- 
though they have no personal property lable 
to taxation. This great annoyance has been 
going on for years. Many have been driven 
to establish their legal residence outside 
of the city by it, and in that way their 
votes are lost in our city elections. ~I am 
aware that you have lessened this evf, for 
we have worked in accord to that end in 
past years. But it is impossible to do 
&way with it under the present crude and 
unscientific statute providing for the taxe- 
ation of personal property in this State, 
including money in terms, which is a me- 
dium for the exchange of property. The 
ae ba wag 4 statute aoe been constantly

pg i y gs officials all over 

No law can be enforced effectual! inst 
the will of the community. The y Bw. sre 
of personal property in this city is neces- 
sarily a matter of guesswork, worked out 
through the city directory, except in the 
case of estates which fall into the Sur- 
rogates’ Court by death, and: are thus 
fully exposed, These latter are taxed in 
full, while the personal property of others 
is not reached or assessed at all, or else 
in the most unequal manner. Such injustice 
calls for correction It is really gro- 
tesque. I have before me notices of 
personal assessments of $10,000 and upward 
against persons who have no property and 
never had, while others rich in personal 
property are not even listed for personal 
taxation. I am not stating this in censure. 

The statute prescribes no test or procedure 

to enable the assessors to ascertain the 

amount of personal property owned by in- 
dividuals. It leaves them to guess at it 
as best they can. 

In addition to general injustice and an-~- 
noyance, and the opportunity for extortion 
and bribery which it presents, this loose 
method leads to constant disorder in our 
finances. Only about 50 per cent. of the 
taxes thus levied are collected. The result 
is an ever recurring annual deficit, which 
has to be funded and added to our perma- 
nent debt, or else relevied year after year 
in the annual] budgets. There is such a 
deficit of about $30,000,000 now fn process 
of being funded. 

You are of course aware that a growing 
number of people here, and perhaps the 
majority, desire to have the personal tax- 
ation of individuals done away with in this 
city. Others have long desired local opti 
in respect to such taxation, and petition 
the Legislature to give it, 

So as to open up the subject for intelligent 
public discussion, will you be so d as 
to write to me this data: First—If such 
personal taxation were done away with 
altogether, what decimal wonld thereby 
be added to our tax rate on réal estate? f 
understand ft would be very small. Second 
—Whether those who pay taxes on real as- 
tate do not now pay the substantial part of 
the personal taxes collected. If such decimal 
would be insignificant, and substantlaliy 
the same persons who pay the personal 
taxes which are collected would pay it, 
a case for intelligent consideration would 
be presented,

My action in placing 
that borough under a new deputy was taken 
with regret, but because I knew that the 
public interests required it. 

We have got to get rid of all this petty

The opera is given with an altogether 
unusual excellence, under Mr. Tangs’s 
direction. The cast contains two singers 
who took part in the first production in 
Paris at the Opéra Comique, Mme. Delna 
and Mr. Clément. Mme. Delna has her 
original part of Marcelline, which she 
makes a sharply individualized and char- 
acteristic figure, a personage of flesh 
and blood, It is finely drawn and ad- 
mirably composed, and Mme. Delna’s 
noble arid beautiful voice and her excel- 
lent singing lift the part to one of much 
significance. Another beautifully executed 
performance is that of Mr. Gilly as 
Merlier. 

“his artist has revealed a finer and 
finer artistic fibre as he has had the op- 
portunity in successive rdles; and in this 
he shows his quality not only as a fine 
singer—one whose enunciation is of the 
most beautiful clearness and purity, and 
whese voice, admirable in itself, is used 
with artistic skilli—but also as an actor of 
remarkable capacity. His impersonation 
of the miller was sympathetic; it was 
marked by egenialitvy and bonhomie, and by 
a true dignity and gentle tenderness at 
the hour of his approaching sacrifice, 

Mr. Clément, who has now the part of 
the hero, Dominique, is another singer 
who makes all there is to be made out of 
what librettist and composer have in- 
trusted to him. He has seldom sung with 
more beauty, more manliness, and power 
in style; and as they who have heard 
him this Winter very well know, his 
vocal art is most finisheds Mr. De Segu- 
rola was suc cessful in presenting a strik- 
ingly plausible figure of a German officer 
in hostile French surroundings, skillfully 
differentiated in its type from that of the 
French soldiers. But Mr. Segurola has 
sung better than he did upon this occa- 
sion. Mme. Noria as Francoise, and in

For the first time since the season of 
1907 The Jockey Club has provided for 
continuous racing in the State of New 
York from April 15 until Nov. 15, the 
legal time in which horses may be reced 
in the State. After many conferences an 
agreement was reached by the track man- 
agers yesterday, and following the agree- 
ment of the representatives the stewards 
of The Jockey Club ratified the schedule 
Gecided upon. It provides for 184 days 
of racing and is so arranged that there 
will be no conflicting dates between any 
of the tracks. 

The adoption of the schedule was only 


made possible for the reason that both 
William A. Engeman, representing Bright- 
On Beach, and James Butler, representing 
Empire City, did ees press their de- 
mands fvur longer racing time. It was 
feared that these two tracks would serl- 
cusly interfere with the plans of the 
Seratoga Racing Association. and only a 
few days ago it seemed inevitable that 
there would be some conflict of racing 
here. 

By the arrangement of the racing days 
the Saturdays are nicely distributed, and 
after the meeting all of the track man- 
agers expressed themsélves as being well 
pleased with the schedule. Saratoga had 
made a fight for a closing on Saturday 
and it won that point, while a meeting 
of 21 days’ duration was al] that was re- 
quired, though there were 24 days of 
racing at the Springs last season.

HOPPLES MAY HAVE TO GO.

Light Harness Racing Men Aim to 
Abolish Practice Dangerous to Horses. 


After two days’ secret conference the 
2nles Committee of the National Trot- 
ting Association adjourned last night, still 
undecided about many of the recommen- 
dations for changes in rules which will 
be made to the National Trotting Con- 
gress to-day, That the different members 
of the committee cannot agree on some of 
the proposed changes is evident from the 
fact that a special session of the com- 
mittee will be held at 10 o’clock this 
morning, at which an attempt will be 
made to adjust the rmany differences con- 
cerning new rules. It is several years 
since so many changes were proposed, 
and many of the conservative members 
of the committee are backward about 
recommending too many innovations in 
the government of light harness racing. 

One of the points of contention is the 
plan te abalish hopples on pacers. Many 
of the Grand Circuit drivers are in favor 
of this, and certain members of the com- 
mittee are making a strong effort to have 
the National Congress abolish this prac- 
tice. One of the turfmen at the Murray 
Hill Hotel yesterday pointed out that 
about 90 per cent, of the accidents in har- 
ness racing were due to hopples worn by 
,sacers. The track owners oppose the abo- 
fition of the hopples, because it would 
tend to reduce the number of entries in 
races open to pacers, and the horses 
would not make such fast time desnite 
the fact that many good pacers never 
wear hopples. Those who favor the elim- 
ination of hopples claim that ft is unfair 
to the pacers without hopples to allow 
other horses to wear them. 


Holmdel Farm Sold for $50,250. 
Holmdel, the famous thoroughbred breeding 
farm at Red Bank, N. J., established by David 
Gideon and John Daly was sold at public auc- 
tion yesterday for $50,250 to Ernest W. Brown 
of 43 West 130th Street.

Liquidation of weakly margined ac- 
counts at the opening of business, coupled 
with one of the now familiar bearish 
demonstrations, carried prices of a dozen 
conspicuous stocks to levels below those 
touched by them at any time on Monday. 
United States Steel sold down to 75, Union 
Pacific to 178%, St. Paul to 144, Amal- 
gamated Copper to 70%, and American 
Smelting to 75%. Before this opening de- 
cline had run twenty minutes it became 
evident that there were present in the 
market for the’ first time in many days 
adequate supporting orders in the stocks 
which have become pivotal. This was 
particularly true of United States Steel 
and of Union Pacific, and as they advanced 
the entire market turned, indulging be- 
fore midafternoon in the rather unusual 
treat of a real recov ery. When it became 
apparent, however, that the movement of 
prices had thus been turned the support- 
ing buying of Steel diminished and the 
stock, which had rallied to 76%, began 
once more to display sy mptoms of heavi- 
ness. This became so conspicuous in the 
final hour of trading that it encouraged 
bearish speculators, whose success has 
emboldened them, to experiment with the 
market along their usual lines, and so 
Successful was the attempt that the 
finel phase of the market was again 
of unsettlement. Steel, Union 
Pacific, Amalgamated Copper, Smelt- 
ing, and numerous other shares 
closed ~below their final quotations 
of Monday nicht. Transactions in Steel 
made up nearly a third of the day’s busi- 
ness of above a million shares, while one 
of the most insistent reports on the floor 
of the Exchange had it that a block of 
the stock which had been pressing upon 
the market for some little time past had 
been entirely liquidated, or the remnant 
disposed of by private transactions. Tech- 
nical considerations. within the market 
itself are accorded this amount of space 
in this review simply for the reason that. 
in the prevailing state of mental disturb- 
ance in Wall Street. such considerations 
are very largely dictating the immediate 
course of prices. It should be added, 
however, that little by little a larger 
view is coming to be taken of the Wash- 
ington situation by really important finan- 
cial interests, and that this view will un- 
doubtedly prevail more generally in due 
time.

As to Advance Information.

Light on Dear Meat. 


Figures submitted to the stockholders of 
the Chicago Junction Railways and Union 
Stock Yards Company, at their annual 
meeting yesterday, would indicate that 
one good reason for the high price of 
meat, aside from storage plant conspir- 
acies and other matters engaging the at- 
tention of public investigators, is the 
scarcity of live stock. President Thayer's 
report showed that the number of cars 
of live stock received in 1909 was the 
smallest in twenty-four years. The total 
ef 252,712 was 25,908 less than in 1908. 
Net earnings were $2,148,494, a decrease 
of $41,429 as compared with the previous 
year. President Thayer is hopeful, how- 
ever. He predicted that the prevailing 
high prices were likely to stimulate the 
production of meat-producing animals and 
bring prices down again. High corn over 
the last two or three years was the root 
of the evil, President Thayer thought, 
because at the price farmers preferred to 
sell their corn rather than fatten cattle

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 





Collector Loeb’s Method of Assessing 
Appliqued Silks Is Erroneous. 


In a decision handed down yesterday by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers the customs tribunal made a 
ruling under the tariff of 1908 of interest 
to importers of appliqué silk goods, when 
a contention raised by Frederick Vietor 
& Achelis of this city was decided in fa- 
vor of the firm. The merchandise con- 
sisted of all-silk fabrics, dyed in the piece 
and appliqued with small pieces of metal 
or paste in a design producing an all- 
over dotted effect. 

Collector Loeb assessed the merchan- 
dise at various specific rates under rara- 
graph 399 of the new tariff. Vietor & 
Achelis, in their protest to the board, 
claimed that the goods are dutiable at ‘the 
rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem under 


Paragraph 402 of the act, which levies a 
duty upon articles and fabrics appliqued. 
Paragraph 402 contains a proviso to the 
effect that tamboured, embroidered, or 
appliqued articles or fabrics shall pay no 
less rate of duty than that imposed upon 
the material if not so tamboured, em- 
broidered,.or appliqué. The ‘* material ”’ 
which hag been appliqué in this case is 
an all-silk fabric, dyed in the piece, which, 
if imported ‘‘ not appliqué ’’ would be duti- 
able under Paragraph 390 at a specific 
rate, according to the weight of the fabric 
per square yard. oe 

In attempting to find what that specific 
rate would be Collector Loeb took the 
weight of the fabric, including the weight 
of the metal or paste appliqué thereon, 
which he considered was required in view 
of the provisions of another paragraph— 
404. The importers alleged that the meth- 
od followed by the Coliector was not cor- 
rect, and this view is taken by the Board 
of Appraisers in its decision. ; 

The claim of Vietor & Achelis, which 
General Appraiser Howell, in his decision 
for the board, sustains, is that the weight 
ascertained under the method adopted by 
the Collector does not furnish a correct 
basis for determining the rate of duty 
applicable to the tabric before it was ap- 
pliqué; that the weight of the fabric 
alone, namely, stripped of the appliqué, ts 
the weight which should have been 
adopted; that if that weight is made the 
basis for determining the specific rate 
under Paragraph 399 the applicable rate 
under that paragraph will be less than 
“) per cent. ad valorem, and that there- 
fore the goods would be dutiable at the 
latter rate under Paragraph 402.

eals to me. I like the sound of it. The 
Cord knows I have concerns enough with- 
out into controversies here.
